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High Court victory 

for Hatchfield Farm 


Judge backs calls for rethink 
on plans for 400 new homes

LORD Derby scored a High Court 
victory over the racing industry yes¬ 
terday and boosted his chances of 
building 400 new homes at Hatch- 
field Farm, Newmarket. 

Despite industry concerns for 
the safety of thoroughbreds using 
horse crossings, a top judge ruled 
that Communities Secretary Sajid 
Javid’s previous decision to scotch 
Lord Derby’s plans was inconsistent 
and “plainly deficient”. 

“The Secretary of State has per¬ 
formed a complete and unex¬ 
plained volte face”, Mr Justice Gil- 
bart told the court in London. 

A spokesman on behalf of Lord 
Derby said: “The Rural Parishes Al¬ 
liance and Lord Derby are pleased 
with the decision. The fact the 
judge ruled in our favour on two 
of the four grounds is a powerful 
endorsement of our view the Sec¬ 
retary of State’s decision-making 


process was flawed.” 

“The Secretary of State now has 
a second chance to determine the 
application. He should take full ac¬ 
count of the significant benefits the 
planning application will bring to 
Newmarket when making a deci¬ 
sion.” 

The spokesman said the propos¬ 
al involved 400 new homes, includ¬ 
ing 30 per cent affordable housing, 
and £6.9 million worth of invest¬ 
ment into Newmarket’s social and 
economic infrastructure. 

He said: “The Rural Parishes Al¬ 
liance and Lord Derby remain of 
the view that Hatchfield Farm is the 
most sustainable and logical loca¬ 
tion for meeting housing need in 
Newmarket. 

“This view is in line with that 
expressed by Forest Heath District 
Council and the independent plan¬ 
ning inspector who conducted a 
three-week inquiry into the appli¬ 
cation.

Councils plan 
to become one 


LEADERS of Forest Heath 
District Council and St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil yesterday revealed plans 
to form one new giant coun¬ 
cil before the local elections 
in 2019. 

St Edmundsbury leader 
Cllr John Griffiths said it was 
“a logical step forward” for 
the two councils which al¬ 
ready share services under 
the banner ofWest Suffolk. 

Cllr James Waters, Forest 
Heath leader, said this was 
not a merger but the crea¬ 
tion of a whole new council. 

He said: “We see the op¬ 
portunities within West Suf¬ 
folk, we know that we have 
to support our communi¬ 
ties, this is not a merger, this 
is all about creating a new 
body that makes us that lit¬ 
tle bit bigger and stronger to 
deliver. 

“I think we’ve already 
merged the staff and many 
people already see us as 
one council and this is just 
bringing that all together 
and giving more support

to the community. It’s that 
grass roots level stuff that I 
think we’re pretty good at.” 

Cllr Griffiths said in light 
of dramatic funding cuts 
from government the new 
council would be financially 
resilient and would create 
“the best possible jobs, en¬ 
vironment, housing, busi¬ 
nesses and investment.” 

The plans would be vot¬ 
ed on by each full coun¬ 
cil before this September. 
The boundary commission 
would review next spring 
how wards would be divided 
and how many councillors 
would form the new council 
for the 2019 local elections. 

The boundary commis¬ 
sion would be reviewing 
both councils’ wards regard¬ 
less of whether the single 
council goes ahead. 

Both leaders remained 
optimistic that a new, single 
council would not be a point 
of tension and would unite 


councillors and constitu¬ 
ents. 

Cllr Waters said: “We don’t 
see it so much as an ‘us and 
them’. 

“There’s a mutual trust 
there, a mutual respect 
there. I think, like you look 
at any joining together, any 
business deal as such, it has 
to be done for the right rea¬ 
sons.” 

Both leaders promised 
that the plans and process 
to become a single council 
would not negatively impact 
on current projects being 
run by the separate councils. 

Mr Griffiths said: “It’s very 
much business as usual, our 
officers and staff are moving 
forward with all these pro¬ 
jects. This will, if anything, 
streamline those things, if 
the decision is to go ahead 
on this basis.”

CONSERVATIVE candidate James 
Palmer is the first mayor of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough. 

He beat Lib Dem candidate Rod 
Cantrill by 88,826 votes to 67,205 
votes in the second round of the 
election contest, after the five other 
candidates were knocked out in the 
first round. 

Following the first round, Mr 
Palmer had secured 76,064 votes, 
with Cllr Cantrill second on 47,026 
votes. 

Labour’s Kevin Price was placed 
third with 37,297 votes, UKIP’s Paul 
Bullen fourth on 15,931, the Greens’ 
Julie Howell fifth with 12,628, inde¬ 
pendent Peter Dawe sixth on 9,176 
and the English Democrats’ Stephen 
Goldspink last with 2,256. 

Following his victory, the jubi¬ 
lant dad-of-two from Soham said: 
“This is a team game, politics is a 
team game, and I wouldn’t be here 
without the incredible support of 
the team that has backed me from 
day one. And I would like to thank 
each and every one of them for their 
work. 

“What we have in Cambridgeshire 
is almost unique. We have the build-

ing blocks of success - we just need 
somebody to put them together. 

“Improving the infrastructure, 
linking the great city of Cambridge 
to Peterborough and bringing Fen- 
land into the fold will be absolutely 
vital if we are to be a success. 

“The government is relying on 
Cambridgeshire post-Brexit, and I 
will work with the Prime Minister 
to form a strong and stable relation¬ 
ship with a strong and stable Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, where the leadership 
of the country and county will work 
together for the people of the area. 

“I am immensely proud to be the 
first mayor of Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough and I will do every¬ 
thing I can to make sure everybody 
is included in the future of this 
county.” 

Mr Palmer will have devolved 
powers to spend up to £800 million 
on local housing, infrastructure and 
jobs. 

£600 million will be allocated to

Mr 
Palmer confirmed earlier last month 
that his mayoral victory means he 
will not stand for re-election to 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
and will stand down as leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

Mr Cantrill said: “I would like to 
congratulate James Palmer on his 
election I would also like to thank all 
the other mayoral candidates. It has 
been a journey for all of us and we 
have got to know each other reason¬ 
ably well over the last few months. 

“What this result highlights is that 
in this region it is the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats who are the real opposition to 
a Conservative Government. 

“It highlights that there is a strong 
voice, a loud voice, particularly in 
South Cambridgeshire and Cam¬ 
bridge, where the residents have 
sent a clear message to Theresa May 
and will do again on the June 8 in re¬ 
lation to hard Brexit. 

“It’s a voice that clearly is saying 
that we will not let intolerance, di¬ 
vision, and fear win. We want to be 
open, tolerant, and united.” 


Clean sweep for the 
Tories in local elections 



CONSERVATIVE Party 
candidates won seats in 
all of Newmarket's local 
elections last week. 

The winners include Cllr 
Rachel Hood, who took the 
Suffolk County Council seat 
for the Exning & Newmarket 
division, and Cllr Robin 
Millar, who re-claimed 
Newmarket & Red Lodge. 

Robert Nobbs won the 
by-election for a seat on 
Newmarket Town Council. 

Cllr Hood, town councillor 
and former mayor, won with 
909 votes, facing Labour's 
Michael Jefferys (585), 
Independent Simon Cole 
(561), UKIP's Dave Hudson 
(252) and Lib Dem's Martin 
Redbond (136). 

County and district 
councillor Millar won his 
election with 1,203 votes 
against Labour's Joy Uney 
(373), UKIP's Roger Dicker 
(322), Independent Andrew 
Appleby (273) and Lib 
Dem's Andrew Gillett (213). 

Mr Nobbs, who is 
replacing Cllr Chris Barker, 
faced competition from 
Labour's Kevin Yarrow, 
winning with 615 votes to 
Mr Yarrow's 463. 

Elsewhere in Forest Heath, 
Tory candidate Colin Noble 
won the Row Heath seat 
for the county council with 
1,362 votes. He campaigned

against Independents 
David Gathercole (383) and 
John Smith (379), as well 
as Labour's Jack Fawbert 
(313) and Lib Dem's Ralph 
Brownie (163). 

Tory Louis Busuttil won 
the Mildenhall seat with 
1,405 votes. He replaces 
Conservative James 
Waters, who decided not 
to stand this year. Mr 
Busuttil faced competition 
from Independent David 
Chandler (423) and Labour's 
Kevin Yarrow (317). 

For Burwell, Tory candi¬ 
date Joshua Schumann was 
re-elected to the county 
council with 1,557 votes. He 
had competition from Lib

Dem Charlotte Bourne Cane 
(642), Labour's Liz Swift and 
Green Flora May Waterhouse 
(309). 

Soham North and Isleham 
saw Tory candidate Paul John 
Edward Raynes re-claim his 
seat with 1,504 votes, over 
Lib Dem Rupert Moss-Ecca- 
rdt (396) and Labour's Isobel 
Grace Morris (371). 

The Conservative Party 
won 50 seats overall for 
Suffolk; Labour got nine and 
Lib Dem's got five. 

The UK Independence 
party, which had nine seats, 
now has none. 

The average voting 
turnout at the elections was 
around 30 per cent.

WHILE one hopes for a favourable 
outcome re the Weatherby rail 
crossing, I rather fear that the 
financial implications are being 
overlooked.

War and lack of 
rain are problem 

ARTHUR Roberts (Letters - April 19) 
bragged of his intention to splash the 
cash at the recent Craven Meeting 
which surprised me on two counts. 

Firstly, in many of his letters over 
recent months he has hardly managed 
a good word about any of the facets 
of the horse racing industry based in 
Newmarket and in particular is totally 
against the Jockey Club building 
housing exclusively for stable staff who 
are the life blood of the sport. This led 
me to believe that Mr Roberts is not a 
racing enthusiast, unlike myself. 

Secondly, Mr Roberts bases these 
moments of extravagance on the fact 
that business is good and he can see 
the benefits of Brexit on a daily basis, 
which begs the question who is he 
trying to kid? 

Immediately after the referendum 
last June the value of the pound 
dropped about 15 per cent against 
both the Euro and the US Dollar and 
has stayed at that level ever since. 

This means that business is good 
for exporters as it is easier to sell 
goods abroad but imports become 
considerably more expensive. 

We import more than we export 
(hence the trade deficit which the 
Tories promised to eradicate but 
have failed to achieve), prices rise, 
the cost of living goes up and as 
wages continue to stagnate it creates 
inflation, meaning we are all worse 
off. 

Economic growth is down, 
consumer spending is down while 
levels of personal debt continue to 
rise, meaning we are possibly lurching 


towards another credit crunch. 

Anyone with a basic understanding 
of economics knows that the real 
barometer of your economy is the 
strength of your currency and not the 
FTSE index so I fail to see any good 
news especially as we don't leave the 
EU until March, 2019, by which time 
matters are likely to be considerably 
worse. 

While I respect the right of Philip 
Hodson (Letters - April 19) to express 
his opinions, I am absolutely disgusted 
by his comments on the current 
situation regarding the famine in 
Africa. Mr Hodson blames Sir Bob 
Geldof and other European do- 
gooders for millions of children dying 
where as I applaud these people for 
raising millions of pounds to help 
make a positive difference. 

At present I believe the main 
problem in both Somalia and 
Somaliland is lack of rain for the last 
two to three years which has meant 
that crops have failed and livestock 
has perished leaving the people 
with no food or water. In Yemen the 
problem is the civil war in which most 
of the killing is done by weapons 
manufactured in the UK and this 
fighting also restricts the ability of aid 
workers to get help where it is needed 
most. 

The UK is one of the richest 
countries in the world and should 
easily be able to maintain the current 
levels of support but I would agree 
that more control on how the money 
is used may be needed.

A WOMAN has been jailed for 33 months af¬ 
ter a “despicable attack” on an elderly wom¬ 
an. 

Louise Keddy, 25, of Exning Road, New¬ 
market, pleaded guilty at Ipswich Crown 
Court to attempted robbery of a 77-year-old 
woman, and also common assault against a 
good Samaritan who tried to intervene. 

The court heard that the offence took 
place at around 7.10pm on March 8, in Ex¬ 
eter Road. 

The 77-year-old victim was walking along 
the road when Keddy approached her from 
behind, grabbed the back of her neck and 
pushed her forward, causing the victim to 
fall on her knees in a driveway. 

The victim clutched on to her handbag as 
Keddy continued to push her head forward 
towards the floor, hitting the back of her 
head and making threats to her while trying 
to grab her handbag. 

At this point, a 20-year-old woman came 
to the victim’s aid after hearing her calls for 
help and grabbed hold of Keddy, pulling her 
away from the victim. 

Keddy and the 20-year-old both fell to the 
floor and Keddy then began to pull the wom¬ 
an’s hair. 

The 77-year-old woman flagged down a 


passing van and the male driver, assisted 
by another man, managed to release the 
20-year-old’s hair from Keddy’s grip and de¬ 
tained her until the police arrived. 

The court was told the victim of the at¬ 
tempted robbery suffered some minor cuts 
and bruising as a result of this incident and 
was taken to hospital for treatment. 

Acting Detective Inspector Craig Brett, of 
Bury St Edmunds CID, said: “This was a des¬ 
picable attack committed by a 25-year-old 
woman against another woman more than 
50 years older than her. 

“Louise Keddy clearly believed she had a 
chance upon a soft target, but did not count 
on the resilience of the victim to hold onto 
her handbag, or the bravery of the 20-year- 
old woman who came to her assistance and 
was herself assaulted as a consequence. 

“I would like to commend all the mem¬ 
bers of the public who intervened during 
this crime, with the actions of all preventing 
either of the victims from potentially suffer¬ 
ing more serious injuries, and in turn allow 
an incident instigated by a coward to be re¬ 
solved by people with the courage to chal¬ 
lenge her.”

THE cost of the search for 
missing airman Corrie McK- 
eague is now in excess of £1 
million, according to Suffolk 
police. 

The search is one of the 
most expensive missing per¬ 
sons investigations under¬ 
taken by Suffolk and Norfolk 
police services. 

The news came as his 
mother revealed that noth¬ 
ing relating to Corrie has 
been found after the 10- 
week search of a landfill site 
in Milton, near Cambridge. 

Corrie has been missing 
after a night out in Bury St 
Edmunds on September 24. 
He was last seen on CCTV 
walking to a refuse area 
behind Greggs off Brentgovel 

HATCHFIELD 


Street. 

His mother, Nicola 
Urquhart, 47, says the 
landfill search has been 
expanded to the entrance 
of the cell where they were 
initially searching for the 
23-year-old, and that the 
search was likely to end this 
week. 

Posting on the Find Corrie 
Page, Mrs Urquhart said: 
“Suffolk police finished 
searching the landfill cell 
last week. This week they are 
searching the entrance to 
the cell and it’s believed this 
will be completed this week. 

“Although small items 
such as phones have been 
found, we have been told 
that nothing that relates to 
Corrie has been found. 

“There has been a small 
amount of Greggs rubbish, 
but as it’s just branded 


paper bags and cardboard 
boxes, none of it can be time 
dated or its original location 
confirmed. So it’s not known 
which shop or where it 
came from. Rubbish has 
been found from the Bury St 
Edmunds area and from the 
month of September 2016. 

“We helplessly sit and wait 
for this area in the search to 
be completed.” 

Specialists have been 
searching the landfill site 
since data revealed by a bin 
lorry travelling from where 
he went missing showed 
that the rubbish collected 
could have carried his body. 

The landfill search has 
taken more 10 weeks, with 
more than 3,000 tonnes of 
rubbish sifted through. 

The police were confident 
that Corrie was in the land¬ 
fill. 


Judge backs calls for rethink

“The Secretary of State 
now has the opportunity to 
rectify his previous error and 
grant planning permission. 
He needs to correctly apply 
his own policy to the Hatch- 
field Farm case.” 

William Gittus, of the New¬ 
market Horsemen’s Group, 
said: “The judicial review has 
been successful insofar as re¬ 
quiring the Secretary of State 
to reconsider the reasons 
and methodology given in 
his original determination, 
but it does not change the 
decision at this stage. 

“We remain confident that 
a revised explanation will ar¬ 
rive at the same conclusion 
and will finally draw a line 
under the application for 400 
houses.” 

Lord Derby faced stiff op¬ 
position at London’s High 
Court from the Newmarket 
Horsemen’s Group, which 
includes the jockey Club and 
Tattersalls. 

They said the peer’s pro¬ 
posals would lead to in¬ 
creased traffic and pose a 
threat to racehorses using 
horse crossings near the 
town. 

But Lord Derby was 
backed in court by a group of 
15 rural parish councils, rep¬ 
resenting more than 17,000 
Suffolk residents. 

They want house build¬ 
ing focused on Newmarket, 
rather than the wider coun¬ 
tryside. 

Christopher Boyle QC, 
for Lord Derby, said Forest 
Heath District Council had 
been on the verge of grant¬ 


ing planning permission for 
the scheme in 2014. 

But, after he was “lobbied” 
by local MR Matthew Han¬ 
cock, the then Communities 
Secretary, Eric Pickles, inter¬ 
vened, the barrister claimed. 

A hard-fought public in¬ 
quiry ensued and a govern¬ 
ment planning inspector 
recommended approval of 
the housing project. 

But, after only a month in 
the job, new Communities 
Secretary Sajid favid went his 
own way in August last year 
and refused consent. 

Overturning that decision 
yesterday, Mr justice Gilbart 
said it was clearly inconsist¬ 
ent with an earlier planning 
ruling, in 2012, that an even 
bigger proposal to develop 
Hatchfield Farm would not 
have an unacceptable im¬ 
pact on horse safety. 

That fundamental change 
of heart “demanded an ex¬ 
planation”, but there was 
none to be found in the 
Secretary of State’s decision 
letter which did not even 
mention the 2012 proposals, 
which would have generated 


three times as much addi¬ 
tional traffic. 

Overturning the refusal 
of planning permission, the 
judge also accepted that the 
Secretary of State had failed 
to even address the govern¬ 
ment’s own policy to encour¬ 
age “sustainable” housing 
schemes. 

He concluded: “The Secre¬ 
tary of State has performed a 
complete and unexplained 
volte face in his assessment 
of the highways impacts of 
two proposals for develop¬ 
ment on the same site in 
Newmarket and has failed to 
apply his own National Plan¬ 
ning Policy Framework. 

“There is no reason to 
think that the decision would 
have been the same had he 
not failed in those two re¬ 
spects.” 

Any appeal against the 
High Court ruling must be 
made by May 30.

How Emily saved

A CELEBRITY pig saved 
from the slaughterhouse 
has bounced back from the 
brink after vets said his life 
would end in a matter of 
weeks. 

Fella the pig, who resides 
in Soham with his best 
friend and rescuer Emily 
Keates, was given two weeks 
to live by vets in January 

Despite being diagnosed 
with cancerous tumours 
on his abdomen, and hav¬ 
ing lost four stone, he has 
regained his health and is 
enjoying life again. 

Financial administrator 
Emily said: “Fella has made 
a miraculous recovery. He 
still has tumours but they 
don’t seem to be bothering 
him and he is living back 
in the home with the dogs 
again. 

“Pigs are so sensitive and 
moving him outside and me 


being away from home and 
paying someone to feed him 
over four months, sent him 
into a deep depression and 
he wasn’t eating or drinking. 

“He was given two weeks 
to live and we brought 
him inside, cuddled him, 
wrapped him in blankets, 
gave him fresh fruit and 
veg and nursed him back to 
health. 

“He had lost four stone 
in his depression, down to 
eight stone. He’s now back 
up to 11 stone and much 
happier.” 

Wildboar cross Fella, who 
lives with his vegan rescuer 
and her three dogs, was 
saved from an Essex sau¬ 
sage farm and given a new 
lease of life as an animal 
rights mascot for PETA. 

After he received the ‘in¬ 
operable’ diagnosis earlier 
this year, Emily was deter¬ 
mined to make his last days 
as comfortable as possible, 
but refused to completely 
give up hope. 


Nor have his 13,700 Face- 
book fans who have been 
following his journey and 
offering kind words of sup¬ 
port. 

Now it seems all the good 
wishes, fresh diet and atten¬ 
tion has blessed Emily and 
her Fella with the “miracle” 
they were hoping for and 
the pair are just happy to 
savour every day they have 
left. 

Emily added: “I believe 
good things come to good 
people. He was supposed to 
have passed on already but 
the power of love and ask¬ 
ing for help I believe bought 
him good energy. That in it¬ 
self is a miracle. 

“His tumours are likely 
to eventually end his life 
but for now, he is pain free, 
having daily walks and in re¬ 
ceipt of a lot of love. 

“We move to Ramsey St 
Mary’s soon, where he will 
have half an acre to mooch 
around in at his leisure 
which is very exciting.”

‘Speeds cause 
road danger’

THE A1303 near Newmar¬ 
ket is a dangerous road and 
something needs to be done 
about it, says a district coun¬ 
cillor. 

East Cambridgeshire dis¬ 
trict councillor Mathew 
Shuter, of the Cheveley 
Ward, believes that the main 
problems on the A1303 
Newmarket Road - regularly 
the scene of crashes - are ‘ri¬ 
diculous speeds’ and judg¬ 
ing those speeds when turn¬ 
ing into it from a junction. 

Cllr Shuter told the News: 
“It’s a difficult junction - the 
biggest issue is that people 
struggle to judge the speed 
of vehicles. Although it’s a 
long straight road with a 
wide field of vision, driv¬ 
ers think they have plenty 
of time to get out but they 
haven’t. 

“I’m certainly going to 
look into the road, but there’s 
only so much we can do.

We’ve got rumble strips, to 
say people are approaching 
a dangerous junction - we 
could maybe enforce them, 
but people still drive at the 
most ridiculous speeds on 
our country roads. 

“It’s hard to know what 
else could be done apart 
from reducing the speed 
limit. I’m convinced it’s all 
due to excessive speed.” 

The councillor added that 


alterations take time to be 
made on country roads, with 
parishes not realising they 
have the power to do some¬ 
thing about a road even if it 
isn’t in a village. 

Joshua Schumann, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire county council¬ 
lor for Burwell, echoed Cllr 
Shuter’s concerns. 

He said: “A way to reduce 
the danger of the A1303 is 
linked into big infrastructure 
improvements such as the 
A14 upgrades, and improve¬ 
ments to the Ely southern 
bypass which will prevent 
or reduce the need to travel 
through the villages. 

“There are plans already 
through Burwell to see road 
safety improvements. If the 
parish council wish to make 
any further improvements, 
I’d be very keen to look to 
support them.”

This ocean influence is evident at 
its signature restaurant Navio, with 
chef Jason Pringle's menu referenc¬ 
ing the best seafood dining from 
around the world. 

During our night in Navio, we 
sample Half Moon Bay's pumpkin 
beer, as well as some of California's 
finest wines - a warm-up for the 
next day's tour at Thomas Fogarty 
Winery. 

Tommy, whose father established 
the business in 1981, shows us 
around his property before dashing 
off to attend a dinner in which his 
acclaimed pinot noirs and 
chardonnays have been nominated 
for yet more awards. 

Of course, California is not only 
known for its amazing coastline and 
wine, it is also ranch and cowboy 
land. 

Originally belonging to the Folger 
family (of coffee fame), the recently 
renovated Folger Stable Carriage 
Room Museum at Woodside is an 
enchanting throwback to the 'great 
estates' era in the early 1900s. 

I'm assigned a lovely chestnut 
horse named June, for a gentle trek 
around the beautiful redwood 
tree-lined hills of Wunderlich Park. 

It's a flashback to days gone by, 
but our next destination is much 
more modern. 

Stanford University is one of the 
world's leading research and 
teaching institutions, while Silicon 
Valley is home to some of the globe's 
biggest tech companies, including 
Apple and Google. 

If you're a fan of Facebook, you 
can go to the social networking site’s 
HQ and 'check-in at Facebook; 

I head to Stanford Shopping 
Centre, home to all the retail 


big-hitters, including Macy's and 
Bloomingdale's, along with the 
innovative Tesla shop. 

For a spot of lunch, the recently 
opened True Food Kitchen serves 
dishes all cooked from scratch in the 
open-plan kitchen with a wide 
selection of vegan, vegetarian, or 
gluten-free options. 

The next day, we embark on a 
four-hour drive into the Sierra 
Nevada mountains, passing through 
Sacramento. 

Despite having equivalent levels 
of luxury, The Ritz-Carlton Lake 
Tahoe is very different to its Half 
Moon Bay sister. Primarily a winter 
sports hotel located next to the 
Northstar resort, the luxurious 
mountain retreat features breathtak¬ 
ing views from its rooms, each of 
which has its own fire. 

The hotel's signature restaurant is 
Manzanita, where I'm offered a 
place at the Chef's Table for a taster 
menu of organic, local produce. 

The nutritious food comes in 
handy the next morning when I 
embark on a hike along a stretch of 
the Tahoe Rim Trail, through the 
sugar and white pines for spectacu¬ 
lar views of the lake, which is so 
clean you can apparently drink 
straight from it. 

An afternoon of relaxation at the 
Ritz-Carlton is my reward for all the 


physical exertion, namely a full 
body massage and a few hours in 
the hotel's luxurious spa and pools. 

That evening, I learn about 
Marshmology - a popular concept 
in the States at the moment. 

You take a stick and some 
marshmallows, toast them on the 
flames and then put them between 
two crackers with some chocolate 
and end up with an amazing, warm, 
sticky and sweet treat. 

After leaving Lake Tahoe, I spend 
one last day in San Francisco. 

One of its newest attractions is the 
San Francisco Museum Of Modern 
Art (SFMOMA), and with seven 
floors and hundreds of exhibits, it's 
well worth checking out, even if, like 
me, you're not a big modern art 
lover. 

In the British Sculptors area, I 
stumble across a piece by Henry 
Moore, the most famous man to 
come out of my hometown of 
Castleford in West Yorkshire. 

So far, I've managed to steer clear 
of tourist honey traps, but on my last 
morning, I cave in and make a 
bee-line for the city's two most 
famous landmarks - the Golden 
Gate Bridge and Alcatraz island. 

There are no fighter jets or special 
effects smoke above the majestic 
suspension bridge that day, but it is 
still a spectacular sight.

A best-selling global hit is the dream for any writer - but success brings its own pressures. As 
her second thriller, Into The Water, is published, The Girl On The Train's Paula Hawkins talks to 
HANNAH STEPHENSON about reviews, 'daunting' red carpet events and paying off debts 


H OW do you follow the 

mega global success of a 
book like The Girl On The 
Train, the hottest thriller 
of the decade? 

It's a question Paula Hawkins 
must have asked herself when she 
sat down to pen her second 
standalone thriller, Into The Water 
- and the 44-year-old admits she 
has the jitters about how people 
will react to her latest offering. 

The publicity wheels are already 
turning at a ferocious pace, with 
major book tours at home and 
abroad, while film rights have been 
snapped up by DreamWorks - who 
also turned The Girl On The Train 
into last year's box-office hit 
starring Emily Blunt - with Paula as 
executive producer. 

Not bad for a woman who had 
maxed out her credit cards in 2014, 
and had to borrow money from her 
father to make ends meet while 
working on the book. 

"When I got a book deal, it was 
the greatest call to be able to ring 
him up and say, 'It's all going to be 
fine, you can have your money 
back!"' says Paula. 

"There are different sorts of 
pressures now. The first time 
around, all the pressure was 
internal and to do with my own 
situation. Now the pressure is 
possibly quite self-inflicted. 

“Lots of people have been 
waiting for this, lots of people are 
going to read it and lots of people 
are going to talk about it. That 
makes you feel very nervous. 

"I tried not to let it bother me 
when I was writing it, but inevitably 
you're going to sit there thinking, 
'Ooh, am I making the same 
mistakes I made last time?' 

"You think about what you were 
criticised for and wonder if you are 
doing the same thing again." 

Into The Water centres on 
the mysterious deaths of 
two women - one a 
single mother, the 
other a 15-year-old 
girl - in a section 
of river known as 
the Drowning 
Pool at the foot of 
a cliff where, 
historically, 
suspected witches 
were thrown in to 
sink or swim, in the 
fictional town of 
Beckford in 
Northumberland. 

While the history and 
relationship of two sisters form the 
anchor of the story - one deceased, 
the other left to look after her dead 
sibling's daughter, who also 
happens to be the best friend of the 
dead 15-year-old - Paula works a 
huge range of characters into the 
mix, from dodgy teachers and 
questionable coppers, to an eerie 
old woman descended from 
witches, who reckons she can hear 
the voices of the dead. 

Blurred memories of dramatic 
incidents, including a rape, and the 
picking apart of things that happen

in families all create a creepy, 
disturbing aura amid a sea of red 
herrings and horrible histories. 

"I wanted to have a gothic, dark 
atmosphere to the whole work, so 
constructed this fictional town, and 
I wanted a place that had a myth 
around it. The water seemed to be a 
good setting. 

"The terrifying part is waiting to 
see how people respond to it," she 
continues. "But there's nothing I 
can do about it. I will look at the 
reviews. The problem is 
that bad reviews are the 
ones that stay with 
^ you. Of course, I'm 
vulnerable." 

A former 

financial journalist 
- who was born 
and raised in 
Rhodesia (now 
Harare, Zimbabwe) 
but moved to England 
at 17 - Paula is now in a 
very different position 
to little more than two 
years ago. 

The Oxford-educated 
author had already had a string of 
romantic fiction novels published, 
under the pen name Amy Silver, 
but when her fourth one tanked, 
she had to think again. 

"Romantic comedy was never a 
natural fit for me. I'm not the kind 
of person who is fascinated by 
happy-ever-after stories. I'm always 
interested in how things can go 
wrong. I'm not denigrating 
romantic comedy at all, because I 
enjoy it and when it's done well - 
like Jojo Moyes or Helen Fielding - 
it's wonderful. But my books kept 


getting darker and darker. 

"I saw The Girl On The Train as 
the last chance saloon at the time. 

"I'd pretty much stopped being a 
journalist by then, because the 
second and third Amy Silvers did 
well enough to keep me fed and 
watered. But when the fourth one 
totally bombed, I didn't know what 
to do although I had loads of ideas. 

"My agent said, 'Write the one 
about the drunk girl (Rachel, 
played by Emily Blunt in the 
movie).' I thought, 'If this doesn't 
work, I can't keep doing this, I'll 
have to go back and get a real job!' 

But the book was a phenomenal 
success, shooting to the top of the 
UK charts within two weeks of 
being published in 2015, as well as 
topping the US charts - unheard of 
for an unknown British author. 

It's now published in more than 
40 languages and almost 20 million 
copies have been sold worldwide. 

"I was amazed by how quickly it 
sold," she recalls. 

"I had been feeling desperate up 
to that point. 

"It was such a relief that I was 
going to be able to pay off my credit 
cards and pay back my dad." 

Steven Spielberg's production 
company DreamWorks 
bought the film rights in 
2014, before it had even 
hit the shelves. Paula 
didn't have much to do 
with the film but went on 
set in upstate New York 
and met Emily Blunt. 

"Emily's lovely. She's 
so un-Hollywood, so 
English, so it felt very 
natural to chat to her. I 



liked the film. They did a good job." 

Her new-found wealth has given 
her the freedom to do what she 
wants when she wants - she's 
bought a bigger flat in Clerkenwell, 
East London, and has a few more 
designer clothes in her wardrobe. 

But Paula remains a reluctant 
literary star, uncomfortable at red 
carpet premieres and in the 
spotlight generally. 

"I'm not at home on the red 
carpet. That might sound 
ungrateful but it is daunting if you 
are not skinny and glamorous, to 
go to those things where people are 
looking at you," she admits. "It's 
overwhelming and makes you feel 
a bit vulnerable." 

Despite her global success, her 
actual life hasn't changed much: "I 
live in a nicer flat than I used to, but 
I see the same people, we go out to 
dinner. I don't feel that the core of 
my life is that different. The 
relationships that matter to me 
remain the same." 

Being a successful novelist isn't 
like "being an actor or musician" 
she says, “people aren't recognising 
me in the street" 

After the inevitable fuss over Into 
The Water has died down, she's 

looking forward to some 
quiet time at home with 
her boyfriend, a lawyer. 

"Like most writers, I'm 
quite introvert," Paula 
confesses. "I'm happiest 
at my desk, not talking to 
anybody."

The Picanto, now into its third 
generation, is the smallest model in a 
range that continues to expand - two 
all-new Kias are due in the next nine 
months including the Stinger sports 
fastback. 

Recognising that city car buyers do 
actually want small cars, Kia set about 
ensuring the newcomer was no larger 
than the outgoing version yet delivered 
greater interior space and practicality. 

But the team led by design guru 
Peter Schreyer didn't stop there. 
Content in the knowledge that buyers 
demand comfort, value, style and 
the latest technology, they set about 
creating a car that sets new standards. 

The result is the new Picanto, 
following in the wheel-prints of a 
predecessor that has regularly finished 
in the top five selling city cars in 
Britain.

In fact the lower powered of the pair 
has the potential to return 64.2 miles 
per gallon, with C02 emissions down 
at lOlg/km. 

All are now five-door models, 
badged 1,2, 3, GT-Line and GT-Line S 
and both five-speed manual and four- 
speed auto transmissions are available. 

Standard kit is comprehensive, 
even entry level including the likes of 
electric front windows, remote locking, 
auto headlights, tinted glass, tilt 
adjustable steering and hill start assist 
while the higher spec variants really 
rival the premium brands.

There's also, either as standard or 
an option, Autonomous Emergency 
Braking, plus Electronic Stability 
Control, Vehicle Stability Management 
and Torque Vectoring, which detects 
when a car is drifting off its intended 
course. 

Otherwise the Picanto's tech 
matches its smart sportier looks with, 
at top spec at least, a touchscreen 
display with sat-nav and there's also 
compatability with smartphones. 

The UK press launch on spectacular 
rural roads through Tuscany along 
with some dual carriageways featured 
models with both the available 
engines. 

The three-cylinder 1.0-litre unit may 
only produce 66bhp but it doesn't 
lack zest, is smooth and stable at the 
upper speed limit and is both agile 
and enjoyable to drive. The manual 
gearshift is light, as is the steering. 

In '2' trim grade, which is likely 
to prove most popular, it is priced at

Nothing normal about this 



M ANY so-called supercars 
now come with normal, 
comfort and sport modes. 

The new McLaren 720S doesn't have 
a 'normal' driving mode, the reason 
being, 'there is nothing normal about 
this car'. 

As a successor to its Super Series 
models, the supercar family at the 
heart of the brand, McLaren bosses 
insisted the new 720S had to be 
'revolutionary'. 

Not an easy thing to achieve when 
you consider how good the earlier 
models were. 

It's to the enormous credit of 
McLaren's designers and engineers 
that they have succeeded. 

Normal, has gone out of the 
window, instead we have something 
simply staggering. 

Its beating heart is a 4.0-litre 
twin-turbo V8, which generates a 
phenomenal 720PS - 71 Obhp - and 
an enormous 770Nm of torque.

Incredibly, the aerodynamic 
efficiency of the 720S - the ratio 
between downforce and drag - is 
more than double that of the 650S 
Super Series. 

Then there's a new generation 
of McLaren's remarkable Proactive 
Chassis Control, which features 
hydraulically-interlinked dampers at 
each corner.

It's on the track, however, that 
the McLaren comes alive. The 
seven-speed gearbox is sharp and 
seamless when shifting and all 


that aerodynamic and mechanical 
expertise combines to provide 
incredible amounts of power and 
almost physics-defying grip. 

Superbly balanced, it gives you the 
confidence to push harder through 
the fastest corners without having to 
wrestle for control. It's a thrill you 
never want to stop. It is uniquely 
addictive. 

For the more ambitious, there's also 
Variable Drift Control which allows 
you to dial up or down the degree 
of stability control in Sport and Track 
modes. 

Priced from £208,600, the 720S 
comes in Performance and Luxury 
trims on top of the standard model. 

The statistics are the same for all 
three, only the interior detailing is 
different - much more quality Bridge 
of Weir leather for Luxury, sportier 
touches for Performance. Optional kit 
is available in packs or individually for 
a more personal touch. 

The interior is certainly much more 
luxurious than in previous models 
- plenty of leather and Alcantara 
available, all precisely fitted alongside 
wonderfully tactile machined 
aluminium switches and buttons. 

Matched with glazed rear-pillars, 
the elegant sweep of its 'teardrop' 
glasshouse gives the driver virtually 
all-round vision, a feat unrivalled in 
the supercar class.

Churchill’s finest hour 


ON THE surface, Saturday appeared to be just 
another record-breaking day at the office for 
Aidan O’Brien. 

In sending out 6-4 favourite Churchill to win 
the QIPCO 2000 Guineas, O’Brien became the 
first trainer to land the colts’ Classic at New¬ 
market for an eighth time. 

You would imagine that by now he would 
take the build-up to the big days in his stride. 
But the 47-year-old revealed a different story 
after Churchill secured his own sixth straight 
victory. 

On the eve of the race, an apprehensive 
O’Brien spoke to his son Donnacha - who 
rides the horse each day at home - about the 
decision to run. 

After all, there was an element of risk bring¬ 
ing last season’s champion two-year-old to the 
Rowley Mile after 210 days without competi¬ 
tive action to face three horses in the field that 
impressed with ‘trial’ victories only last month. 

O’Brien admitted: “I would have been pan¬ 
icking the last few days and I said to Donna¬ 
cha, Are we right to be doing this?’ 

“He told me not to be talking nonsense. That 
was an answer that I was hoping that I would 
get - he was very happy.” 

Churchill’s jockey Ryan Moore felt similarly 
from the moment he jumped aboard just be¬ 
fore 3.30pm on Saturday. 

Moore said: “As soon as you get on him you 
know you’ve sat on a different type of animal. 
He just floated down to the start. He couldn’t 
have felt in better shape.” 

The one-mile race underlined that. The 
Coolmore-owned colt by Galileo never looked 
like being toppled and had a length in hand 
from Barney Roy at the line with French raider 
A1 Wukair a further neck behind. 

Moore said: “It went smoothly. He is a beau¬ 
tiful mover with a fantastic mind.” 

O’Brien said: “It is a big team thing. A lot of 
people work very hard, day in day out all the 
way along from the very start of these horses. 
I’m always delighted for them. 

“Really, what I do all day is observe. And I lis¬ 
ten to what everyone else tells me.” 

The biq question is where next for Church¬ 
ill? He has proved himself a top-class miler but 
there are surely more high-days for him.

of Gleneagles, O’Brien’s 2015 winner of the 
2000 Guineas. 

Also a son of Galileo, Gleneagles went on 
from Newmarket to add victories in the Irish 
2000 Guineas and St James’s Palace Stakes at 
Royal Ascot. 

Or Churchill could yet be tasked with a sig¬ 
nificant step up to the mile and a half of next 
month’s Derby, for which he is as short as 5-2. 

If proof were needed that the Coolmore jug¬ 
gernaut will take some stopping in the Clas¬ 
sics, it came the following day when Winter 
and Rhododendron scored a 1-2 in the fillies’ 
Classic, the QIPCO 1000 Guineas. 

Winter (9-1), a daughter of Galileo, was 
supposedly O’Brien’s second string but she 
prevailed by two lengths from her stable com¬ 
panion, who was significantly baulked as the 
race started to get serious. 

Winter was given a trouble-free passage by 
Wayne Lordan wide out and was comfortably 
clear of Rhododendron when she slipped into 
top gear on the climb to the line, giving the 
opinion she could be an Oaks filly. 

The winner was cut from 20-1 into 7-1 for 
the Oaks by Boylesports, while Paddy Power 
introduced her as the 6-4 favourite for the 
Irish 1,000 Guineas. 

O’Brien said: “Winter is a big, powerful 
mare. She gets a mile very well and you would 
say she would get a mile and a quarter 
and she could get further. 

“We always thought Rhodo¬ 
dendron would get further 
than a mile. I was watching 
her the last furlong and she 
was coming home well. 

Ryan (Moore) thought go¬ 
ing out that she would stay 
very well in the future and 
we thought she could be an 
Oaks filly.” 

John Gosden intimated 
that a drop back in trip at 
Royal Ascot awaits Daban, who 
was third. He said: “She has won 
a Nell Gwyn and finished third in 
Guineas. She will go back for the Jersey.”
